The discovery of 408 gallona of - 
Chinese spirits of wine and over 
four hundred false Government 
labels on-a cargo junk, on the night 
of Juno 11, formed fhe subject of a 
case. which came before Mr. Whyte- 
Smith at the Kowloon Maglstracy 
yesterday morning. Threo Chinese - 
on the craft appeared on vartous 
charges connected with the sclzure, 

Mr. H. Allan Taylor, Government 
Monoply Analyst appeared for the 
prosecution, ! 


After the case had becn outlined, 
Revenue Officer R. L. Powell was 
called to give evidence of the ¢cap- 
ture, He said that he boarded a 
sampan at Yaumati on the dato in 
question and proceeded to a place 
belween Yaoumat! and Shamshufpo, 
whero the defendants’ ‘junk was 
pointed out to me. Ho remained 
about forty yards from the junk 
until midnight, when it went into 
midstream to o point near Stone- 
cutterd, Ry Aanicr :

But all the 
world Joves a sportsman and this Colony must cowially join in the 
chorus of congratulations to the prince of golfers, Bobby Jones, 
who has achieved his ambition of winning both the British and the 
American championships. 

It docs not in the least disguise the fact that, brovdly speaking, 
American golf has again proved itself supericr to our own, Con- 
sidering that golf is centuries old in Scotland, end at any rete mach 

‘folder in England than in the United States, we cannot but feel sume 
humiliation in making the admission. - 

Not that it would matter much if our golfing inferiority stood 
alone, We might vaguely ascribe iL to some peculiarity. of the 
American climate or temperament and leave it at that, not too 
much perturbed. ! . : 

But golf doea not stand alone, I boxing, lawn-tennis,- and 
general athletics the Americans give the same impression of being 
generally superior. Which, for a sporting nation like ours, is a dis. 
comforting reflection. . 

We naturally ask—Are we degenerating? Or is it merely that 
we won our sporting reputation by starting first, but are now being 
swept aside by races of superior vigour? 

Either of these would be a very alarming as well as humiliating 
answer to our question. Happily, we are not obliged to accept 
cither as proved or even probable. 

The truth is pretty clearly that a nation’s success in anything, 
and notably in sport, is likely to be measured by the resources-— 


“|physical, mental, and financial—that-it is able and willing to devote 


to n given object. 

A small and relatively poor country, such as Finland, may once 
in a while produce a world-beater like Nurmi, the runner, expecially 
44 running is one of the simplest, cheapest, and most natural forms 
of athletic sport. But docs it not stand to reason that 9 huge country 
like America, with an immense population on which to draw and 
nimost unlimited resources for organisation, selection and training, 
will, if IL wishes to, produce first-class runners year in and year out, 
with possily a new star every other year? 

A great deal turns, of course, on that clause, “if it wished to.” 
Even although Britain is smaller and poorer than America, it is very 
doubtful whether even yct the latter could attain to any marked 
superiority if the British people “wished to’ win with the samo

Don’t Annoy Your En gine 
by Capricious Driving 


(By ‘The Uon, Mrs, Victor Bruce.) 


While the serlaus tuning of an 
engine for a race isa task requiring 
almost as much dnatinet as actual 
mechanical skill, there are many Lite 
tle jobs which the amateur ean (lo 
for himself which will help to get 
just that Hitle more froin the engine 
Which every enthusinstié motor car 
owner da always secking. : 

“Trotting up" an engine is rather 
w faselmating matter, and properly 
envtied out will y¢ive even a. REIS 
production ear a tauch of individ- 
uality whieh marks ib definitely as 
your cnr, 

Each of us has special likes and 
dislikes—syome of us want economy 
of petrol, even at a small sacrifice of 
speed; others consider that the 
alight extra east of 3 few -less miles 
per gailon iy well repaid by a few 
more milus per hour, while still 
pthers do not care about mah. or 
mapas. provided that their accelerae 
tion ix outstanding. 

There is a limit beyoud which you 
cannot Lane an engine, at course; 
but any owner, with very litle 
trouble, can improve some particu: 
nr feature ot his en's perform: 
ance. 

The fivst thing 
touching the engine, 
carburetter is to mike * quite sure 
that everything elae is as it should 
be. Brakes may be binding slight 
ly; or a dozen little defects of that 
Kind may be giving the engine i 
little more to do than ita predeter-

ebox and rear axte easing on

need of grinding in—the most 
tedious of ull tasks connected with 
the maintenanee of a motor-car, or 
ga Pf oalways think—or if the tappet 
adjustment ia a trifle out. 

Tf the car has already run acores 
of thousands of miles without over- 
hat, there may, of course, be varl- 
ons matters which ean be put right 
only in a repair ehop, but Jam im- 
ajining that such pojpts ns engine 
main and big-end bearing adjust. 
ment or repiavement, cylinder wear 
and so forth has already been ate 
tended to, iff necessary. 

Tracking o Guilty Cylinder. 

A very careful search should next 
be made for alr leakages in the 
varlous joints of the inductions #ya- 
tem. 

These are diMault to detects their 
presence becomes known through 
Irregular running of the engine, 
dificulty in starting from cold, and 
refusal to cont{nue running alowly, 
rathur than through sight or sound.

If compression yenerally, though 
equal for all cylinders, ia rather 
wenk, it can sometimes be improved 
by fitting a thinner gasket between 
the detachable head and the eylinder 
block, : 

One effect of deearbouisation and 
the fitting of wo new guaket is ine 
cevitably to lower the compression, 
which ia the reason why disappoint+ 
ment is often felt affer decnrbouis 
ing, the enjine is often quite, dis 
tinetly s powerful Chan it was 
hefore., Ttvis atways better, there. 
fore, to remove the head very cure- 
futly to avoid damaging: the wasket, 
so that the old one already flattened 
out by Jong use, can be used again.

- More multiple cylinder nuto- 
mobiles are going to be produced 
this year. The new engine designs 
are in preparation and are looked 
for in the late summer or fall. 
Chief nmong them will be a new 
16-cylinder power plant that one 
maker, outside of Detroit, has in 
Preparation. . 

More front drive cars also are 
in prospect. One vof them will 
come from one of the largest De- 
troit makers, who is understood to 
have enlisted the co-operation of 
Harry Miller, Los Angeles racing 
-ear designer. Miller pioneered the 
front drive on the apeedways. He 
is known to control certain patents 
covering operation of the 
mechanism, ae 

Another front drive will be pro- 
duced in a Cleveland factory, This 
organization, which Is umong the 
older makers, is said to have ac- 
quired rights on the Bucciali front 
drive. This is the design of Bue- 
ciali Brothers of Paris, . 

The Buceiall drive involves In- 
dividual mounting of the wheals. 
Tho wheels are arranged go aa to 
function. independently of one an- 
other. It is stated that such a car 
ean be driven over a six-inch curb 
without shock to the passengers 
and without tilting the body so as 
to-be noticeable. The wheels, it is 
stated, hold their rigidity notwith- 
standing the flexibility. 

Multiple Cylinders. 

A demonstration model of it ex- 
hibited to engineers in January 
was equipped with an American- 
built engine. The French car of 
the corresponding type used a 100 
horsepower Mercedes engine to 
which a superchatgér was added. 
It was said to be capable of high 
‘road speeds. i

Of the multiple cylinder trond, 
W. Q, Strickland, assistant chiot 
ongincor of the Cadillac Motor 
Cur Company, talked recently ba- 
fore the Detrolt section, Sociaty of 
Automotive Engincors, Mr. Strick- 
land ts considered. ono of the deans 
of the ongineoring profession. He 
has served ns president of the De- 
troit section, and also of the 
National S.A.E. -— 

Anaworing the question “Why 16 
cylinders?" he explained that in 
the flne car flold ineronsed size‘and 
wolght required increased power 
without reverting to engines af 
larger boro than thoso now In use. 

“Cars in this clasa have incrons- 
ed in welght to over 6,000 pounds,” 
Mr. Strickland sald. “With custom 
built bodies and special equipment, 
6,000 pounds are oxcoeded. Thus 
the requirements in power havo 
been correspondingly incrersed.” 

A survey of posalbilities brought 
into consideration rapid accelora- 
tion, high specd, smoother opera. 
tion, quict operation, ease of 
operation, caso of quick decolora- 
{fon, character of appenrance, 
finish of appointments and riding 
comfort, é 

Nearly all of these factors, ac- 
cordiig to Mr. Strickland, would 
influence engine dealgn but weight 
increase and wind resistanco over- 
shadowed them. To comply with 
the conditions, an additional 40 
per cent. in power was required 
without raising, stressing or neces- 
nitating introduction of new parts. 

In the V-16, overhead valves had 
been decided on, first on account 
of neceasibility, second on account 
of the desirability of placing the 
mantfolding on the outalde in two 
independent systems and third be- 
cause of the development of tho 
automatic hydraulic valve silencer. 

One of the diflcultics: of the 
multi-cylinder iden, the engineer 
sald, has been control of the oil. 
Great progress, however, has been 
made in thé accuracy of piston 
ringa and bores, which have been 
in‘orparated in the V-16 construc- 
tion. . : ‘ 

’ Easler Starting. 

- With manifolds and carburetter 
‘on the outside next to the hood, {t 
was anticipated that special pro- 
vision would have to be taken to 
counteract lower temperature of 
the air entering the hood when 
starting, but the amount and posi- 
tion’ of the exhaust heat provided 
not only had compensated for this 
but had given an easter starting 
motor without handicap In develop- 
ing more power, 

Having two carburetters now Is 
of no more concern than one, be- 
cause of the degree of perfection 
attained in this part. F 

With a bank of eight ‘cylinders 
on each side, 
folding is practically a dual typo, 
one for the centre four cylinders 
and one for the end four. s 

In concluding Mr. Strickland 
said a compression ratio of 6.5 to 
1 had proved satisfactory in the 
V-16, especially for an overhead 
valve job. He added that fuel 
economy at medium speeds had 
equalled that of the cight-cylinder 
cars and was only slightly, less at 
the ‘highest speeds.—Singapore 
Free Presa. 


Reliability. 

While a party of four officials 
were recently motoring from Perth 
to Warrnambool, W. A. in connec- 
tion with the running of the Dun- 
lop-Perdrian Co's. Warrnambool 
ruad race, the frequency of motor

Preserving Disused 
Cells. 


Quite frequently one hears com- 
plaints from motorists that portions 
of tholr cara have falled for no 
apparent reason, and munufacturers 
are blamed for faulty construction 
of thelr products (writes a corres. 
pondent.) If these complaints are 
investigated, it will generally be 
found that the deteriorntion or 
failure is dug to some unconselous 
negleet on the part of the owner, 
f have juat recelved a letter from 
the country, In Which a motortat 
complains that, after a holiday of 
three montha, during which his car 
was not used, his battery ig ruined. 
This is not due to any fault in the 
construction of the battery, but ts 
the natural result of the battery 
being left out of use for such a 
perlod without attention, 

an ordinury battery kept out of 
vee longer than alx weeks without 
attention would probably be serious- 
y injured, if not completely apoiled. 
at is important, therefore, that spe- 
clu treatment shouldbe given to a 
battery if it is necessary to keep It 
out of action without any charging 
or discharging for a long pertod. 
Thore nre two methods of treatment 
—the dry syatem and the Hquid 
aystom--the first belng gengrally 
considored the better. For the dry 
system the procedure is to give the 
battery n thorough charge in order 
to bring. all the plates into good con- 
dition. Then empty out the acid, 
All up again. with distilled water, 
discharge the battery for n few 
hours until the voltage has. fallen by 
10 per cent., and then immediately 
empty qut the water; let the colls 
drain as much ns possible, wash 
away any traces of acid an the top 
covers, put a little vaseline on the 
terminal stems and all connections, 
and store in a place free from dust. 


The lquld system is to have the 
plates well covered with cord, but 
below the lead connecting bara in- 
side the cells. Charge up the bat- 
tery thoroughly, remove the term- 
inal heads and vents, carefully 
clean the tops of cells, vaseline’ all

She stayed in that post- 
tion fora couple of days until it was 
possible to wet her out and she was 
then taken into thelr service station 
In Nelson. *

‘two Cardinul Rules, 

The tue of road accidents woud 
bo reduced almost tu vanishing point 
were wl motorists to adopt two 
simple rules: (2) Always drive on 
thesleft of the road crown, and in- 
dtuntly pall right over to the left 
whe a hoyn ‘is sounded indicating 
the approueh Crom behind of a faster 
ear; und (2) never overtake on or 
appronuching a blind curve or corner, 
ev when a crosg-road or road june- 
ion lies just ahdad, It may be sald 
that a third rule should be! “Never 
overtake and then cut in to avoid a 
vehicle approaching from in front.” 
As a matter of tact, however, the 
alfence of cutting in is very aften 
encouraged by the rol space-wast- 
ing tactics of many drivers, who 
lasish upun keeping well out towards 
the middle of the | carriageway, 
thereby making it impossible for 
anyon to overtake without going 
right over to the off side of a road 
of averaye width.

The Car as a Refining 
Influence ! : 


Acute observers, philosophers for 
the moat part af the  perlputotic 
school, find much «to sudden them 
In the Iniluenee af motor-cars on 
moratity, It [gy not only alleged, but 
truly stated, that the sense of power 
which comes to a man sented at a 
ateorlng-wheel quickly teaches him 
the Tamerlane touch.

appointed Poet Laureate in sue 
cession to Dr. Robert Bridges. 

JXnown to almost every achool 
child as the creator of "Sea Fever" 
and “Cargoes," Mr. Masefield has 
drawn prodigally upon his carly 
experiences for his poctry. 
“Dauber,” a narrative poem of the

Before the Mast. 

John Masefiell was) born in 
1876. Ags Ww young man he grew 
weury of the kind of life he was 
leading, and went to sea as a sailor 
before the mast. As he» had 
neither friends yer moncy, the 
ifecessity of carning a living drove 
him into niany advonturts, and for 
a time he was “chucker-out” Ina 
New York drinking don. 

Hventually he @ent to London, 
xettled in Bloomabury, and made 
friends with J, MSynge. Later, 
after six months’ work on the staff 
of Tho Manchester Guardian, 
where his reserve was invulner- 
able, he returned to London to 
tuckle literary work more gerious- 
ly. 


Poems of Britain. : 

Besides his poetry of the sea and 
the things of tho sea, he hag to his 
eredit. the two fine poems of 
British country life, “Reynard the 
Fox" and “Right Royal.”

HIDDUN CASES. 


Manila, June 16, 

A thorough cornbing of Manila * 
with na view to ‘unearthing 
cholern cases supposed te be 
hidden in Manila, was ordered 
this .yorning by Dr. Eugenio 
Hernando. chief of the metropo- 
litan division of the Philippine 
health service. <A rigid house to 
house inspection is planned as the 
dest means Jof locating these 
cases, it was learned. 

The heads of the different dis- 
trict stations in Manila were sum- 
mone? to a conference this morn: 
ing hy Dr. Hernando, and were 
instructed to carry out the plans, 
‘Those in charge of the drive 
nssisting Dr, Hernando are Dr. 
Teofilo Corpus, for Meisic; ‘Dr. 
Felipe Peralta for Sampaloc, ‘and 
Dr. Jose Roeriguez for Paco. 

These district health officera 
hesides conducting 2a minute in 
epection of the houses will also in- 
vestizate the death of doubtful 
uses to determine if uny has been 
due to cholera, Examination of 
all persons who have had contact 
with these cases was also ordered: 
to determine if they have caught 
the microbes and are now ‘ car- 
riers, 

During Jast week there were 
found 27 cases and 12 deaths 
from acute gastro-enteritis and 
jliocolitis, two stomach diseases 
which have similar appearances 
with cholera. and which are often 
mistaken for the latter but which 
are not of epidemic type. A more 
detailed inspection of these cascs 
will be made to definitely see if 
they are not cholera cases. Two 
nositive cholera carriers have also 
heen found during last week, poth 
of whom are under close surveil- 
tance, . : 

In the meantime, necessary 
precautionary measures are being 
taken to forestall any outbreak, in 
the event poultive cases which are 
supposed to be hidden are found 
iefler the precent. drive. Vaccina-’ 
tien of all residents of Manila is 
now the objective, and sanitary 
inspecrors conducting the investi- 
gation will iroculate the people, it 
waa also learned. 

It wags learned from the bureau 
of science that a noticeable in- 
erease,of demand for pure cholera 
and typhoid vaccine has been seen 
for the past few days following 
the cholera outbreak in the 
Visnyas | und recently , reported 
discovery of some cases of cholera 
and diarrh6ea, in the city late Inst 
week, ‘Private, companies and 
city physicians have asked for 
litters of cholera vaccine from the 
stience bureau this morning.
